N this Collection I have no reſpect to time 
when theſe matters were acted, fo as to put 


them into a Chronological Order, though I 

ſhall ſet down the years wherein moſt of them 
were done ; Neither will I divide the Hiſtories that 
are Domeſtick from thoſe which happened in For- 
reign Nations ; But only relate bare matters of Fact 
as I find them recorded by credible Hiſtorians, with- 
out much inlarging upon Reflections or Advertiſe- 
ments, having already prenifed what may be 
thought worth anſwering in the preceding Pretace, 
and will therefore proceed with that brevity and 
perſpicuity whichit becomes an unintereſted Perſon 
to ufe, wherein 1 ſhall indifferently ſet down the 
Relations of Dxmons, Witches, Spirits, Apparitt- 
ons, and other remarkable Accidents, without di-

4 The Fliſtory of Demons, Spefers, 
between them.a great ſtone from the floor of the loft 
weighing about three pound was thrown upon the 
mans ſtomach, and he turning it down on the floor, 
it was again thrown upon him ; A box and a board 
were likewiſe thrown upon them all, and a bag of 
hops were taken out of thetr Cheſt, wherewith they 
were beaten til] ſome of the hops were ſcattered on 
the Hoor, where the bag was den laid and lefr. 

Another evening when they ſate by the fire the 
aſhes were ſo whirl'd at them that they could neither 
eat their meat nor endure the houſe; A Peel ſtruck 
the man in the face, an apron hanging by the fire 
was flung into it, and ſinged before they could ſnatch 
it off, The man being at Prayers with h1s Family a 


broom gave him a blow on his head behind, and ' 


fell down before his face. Another day when they 
were winnowing barley ſome hard dirt was thrown 
in, Hitting the man on the head, and both the man 
and wife onthe back, and when they had made them- 
ſelves clean they tryed to fill their half buſhe], but 
the foul corn was 1n ſpite of them often caſt among 
the clean, and the man being divers times thus a- 
buſed was forced to give over what he was abour. 
Fan. 23. In particular he had anlron pin thrown at 
him twice, his Inkhorn was taken away while he 
was writing, and when by all his ſearch he could 
not find it, at laſt he ſaw 1t drop out of the ar down 
by the fire; Apiece of leather was twice thrown at 
him, and a ſhoe was laid upon his ſhoulder which 
he catching at, was ſuddenly ſnatcht from hum 3 An 


handful of Aſhes were thrown 1n his Face and Cloths, 
and theShoe was then clapt on his Head,upon which 


he clapt his hand holding it fo faſt that lomewhat 
unſeen pulled him with it backward on the floor. 

Next night as they were going to bed a loſt ladder 
was thrown againſt the door and their lig]:t put out, 
and when the man was abed he was beaten witha

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bed-board taken from him ; Yet more, next night 
when in bed his bed-board riſe out of its place though 
he uſed all his ftrengthto keep 1tm, one of his bod- 
kins were brought out of the next roominto his bed 
and did prick <anh the cloths wherewith he hoped 
to ſave his head from blows were violently "lucked 
from thence ; A might or two after the man and his 
wite both received a blow upon their heads,but it was 
fo dark they could not ſ[ce the ſtone thatgave it, the 
ma' had his cap pluckt of his head while he fate by 
the fire. The night following they went to bed with 
their cloths on becauſe of their late diſturbances, 
and the man, wite, and boy preſently felt them- 
ſelves pricked, and upon ſearch found in the bed a 
bodkin, knitting-necdle arul two ſticks ſharp at 
both ends. He likewt1le received a great blow on 
his thigh, and on his face which fetcht bloud, and 
while he was writing a Candleſtick was twice thrown 
at him, and great peice of Bark feircely ſmote him, 
and a pail of water was poured out without hands. 

Frozen clods of Cow dung were diyers 
rmes thrown at the man our of the houſe in which 
they were ; Hts wife went to milk the Cow, and re- 
ceived a blow on her head, and fitting down to her 
milking work had divers times Cow dungthrown 
into her pail; The man tryed to fave the milk by 
holding a Piggin ſideways under the Cows belly, 
but yet the dung would fly in and the milk was made 
enly ht for Hogs; That night aſhes were thrown n-

Cnamber-floor that was over Lis cad, and tc 
down by him; A Cardicithick wi beaten of th 
Tablz ; They took vpn: 07 the frones avid marked 
them, and laid them on 2 able, Fime of which 
were as hot as if tlicy cane co5 of the fire, bur. (+- 
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veral of theſe markt ſtones were found flying about 
again, and thus 1t continued about four hours that 
night; The Gentleman then went to bed, but a 
ſtone came and threw open his Chamber door, 
which was only put to and not lockt, a brick was 
alſo ſent on the fameerrand ; The ſtone that came 
inthe Gentl-man lockt up in his Chamber, but ir 
was fetcht out, and carried with great noiſe into the 
next room ; ''he Spit was carried up the Chimney, 
and came down with the point forward and ſtuck 
ma log on the fire, and being removed by one of 
che Company to one fide of the Chimney, was by 
an unſeen hand thrown out at the window. It thus 
continued dayly though with fome ſhort intermuſſt- 
onand then returned again. The ſtones were uſu- 
ally thrown where the Maſter of the houſe was, 
whether in the field or barn; A black Cat was 
once ſeen while the tones flew, and was ſhot ar, 
but ſhe was too numble for them ; Sor1e of the Fa- 
mily affirm they once ſaw the appearance of an 
hand put forth at the Hall Window throwing ſtones 
toward the Entry, though there was no body in the 
Hall at that time, ſometimes they ſhould hear a dif- 
mal hollow whk:i?tlng, otherwhile the noiſe of the 
trotting of an hor(>, and ſnorting, but nothing ſeen. 
Mr. Walton went up the great Bay in his Boat to a 
Farm he hail theres, and being haling wood and tim- 
ber to the Boat he was diſturbed by the ſtones as be- 
fore at home; He carried a ftirrup iron from the 
houſe down to the Boar and there lett it, but while 
he was going up tothe houſe the iron came jingling

HE ſame year anotker ſtrange Acadent is re- 
tted which happencd ro N:chelzs Desborough 
of Hartford in New-Enz2land whowas Rrangely mo- 
lefted with ſtones, pieces of corth, cobs of Indizn 
corn anJ other thines falling upon and. about hum, 
which ſometimes came in through the door, ſome- 
times through the window, ſometimes down the 
Chimney, and other times they ſecm'd to fall from 
the floor of the Chamber, which yet was very clole, 
ſometimes he met with them in his ſhop, the yard, 
the barn, and in the ficld at work. In the houfe 
ſuch things happened frequently not only m the
